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Increased  crop  production  in  1946  offset  a  decline  in  production  of  livestock 
and  products,-  and  the  total  volume  of  production  was  practically  unchanged  from  the 
1945  level.  In  the  last  eight  years  production  of  both  crops  and  livestock  increased 
nearly  30  percent,  almost  as  much  as  during  the  preceding  28  years.  From  1939  to  1944, 
production  of  livestock  and  products  increased  about  one-third.  Large  stocks  of  feed 
grains  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  period  facilitated  this  increase.  In  the  last 
two  years  livestock  production  has  declined  6  percent.  Crop  production  was  at  a  record 
level  in  1946,  about  2  percent  above  the  previous  record  in  1944.

Cash  receipts  from  "both  crops  and  livestock  in  October  were  40 
percent  greater  than  in  October  1945,  with  substantial  gains  in  nearly  all 
States.     Income  from  livestock  and  products  exceeaed  last  year  in  all' States 
except  Arizona  where  no  change  was  evident.     Increases  in  receipts  from  hogs 
were  especially  pronounced  in  the  East  and  West  North  Central  Regions;  cattle 
in  the  Vest  North  Central,  South  Central  and  Western  Regions;  and  dairy 
products  in  the  East,  and  West  North  Central  and  North  Atlantic  Regions.  The 
sharpest  rise  in  livestock  receipts  was  54  percent  in  the  Vest  North  Central 
Region,  where  increases  by  States  were  quite  uniform,  ranging  from  41  percent 
in  North  Dakota  to  64  percent  in  South  Dakota.    Cotton  accounted  for  most  of 
the  increase  in  receipts  from  crops  in  the  South  Central  and  Western  Regions 
and  it  also  contributed  to  gains  in  the  West  North  Central  and  South  Atlantic 
Regions.     Other  important  increases  were  made  "by  apples  in  the  North  Atlantic, 
corn  in  the  East  and  West  North  Central,  wheat  in  the -Vest  North  Central, 
and  tobacco  in  the  South  Atlantic  Regions. 


For  January-October,  total  cash  receipts  were  12  percent  greater 
than  the  same  period  in  lQh^  V/ith  livestock  and  products  7  percent  above  1st 
year  and  crops  13  percent  higher. 


Income  from  livestock  and  produces  for  10-month  period  exceeded  last 
year  in  all  but  the  South  Atlantic  Region,  where  receipts  were  lower  in  all 
States  except  Maryland  and  Florida  because  of  decided  declin-s  in  incomes  from 
broilers  and  hogs.     The  largest  increase  in  livestock  and  products  over 
January-October  I9U5  occurred  in  the  West  North  Central  Region,  largely  because 
of  gains  in  receipts  from  hogs.     Wholesale  milk  and  hogs  were  responsible  for 
most  of  the  increase  in  the  East  North  Central  Region,  and  cattle  and  whole- 
sale milk  in  the  Western  Region. 


Receipts  from  crops  were  greater  than  the  first  10  months  of  1345 
in  all  regions.    The  largest  increase  occurred  in*  the  South  Central  Region^ 
where  cotton  accounts  for  a  large  part  of  the  income.     A  substantial  increase 
in  the  East  North  Central  Region  was  due  largely  to  corn  and  soybeans;     in  ■ 
the  West  North  Central  and  Western  Regions  to -wheat;  and  in  the  South  Atlantic 
to  cotton  and  tobacco.

The  index  of  total  volume  of  agricultural  production  fer  sale  and  for 
consumption  in  farm  households  in  1945,  as  computed  on  the  basis  of  recently  revised 
production  estimates,  now  stands  at  31  percent  above  the  1935-39  average  as  com- 
pared with  32  percent  in  1945.    Livestock  and  products  dropped  from  130  to  132 
percent  of  the  1935-39  level,  while  crops  increased  from  122  tc  130. 

Declines  wr©  registered  in  all  major  livestock  groups,  with  the  great- 
est  drwp  in  poultry  and  eggs.    Product ion  of  all  poultry  products  in  1946  was 
be  lew  1945,  but  the  largest  declines  accurred  in  chickens  and  broilers.
